And (de do hereby alſo require ail perſons that Gall be authoꝛized o2 emploped by the ſaid Sir James Cuff, John Stone, Robert Wood, 
Thomas Sheredan, and Mortagh Dowling, 02 anp thꝛee of them, befoze the arrival of rhe (aid Commiſſion out ot England, o2 that after the 
arcival thereof, (all be authozzev oz emploped by the Commiſſtoners in the ſaiv Commiſſion named, Thar they 63 
viltgently and faithtully execu-: any viſcyhirge their Offices and Truſts reſpectively 3 and that they do from time to time give a 
juſt any true account of all ſuch Sumins of gYoney, as they oꝛ any of chem tall receive during their (aid Implopments, and of all their 
Acings and P2oceedings therein to the laid Commiſſioners , ſo ofren}as by them, oz the major part of them, thep oz any of them ſhall be 
thereunto required, any Law, Statute, matter 02 thing to the contrary notwithltanding. And we do further herebp require and com-- 
mand all Officers Civil and Pilitarp, to be aiding and aſſiſting to Þis Majelties ſaid Commiſſioners bercby nominated, until the ar- 
rival of the laid Commiſion and to Þis Pajeſties laid Commiſſioners named in the ſaid Commiſſion, from and after the arrival tberc- 
nf, and to ſuch perſons as ſhall be authoz1zed and imploped by them in the execution of their reſpenive Offices and Places as thep and 
every of them will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt perils.
